^ JOHN  MASON  WIU.IVMS, 

Who  lately  died  or.  Long  Island,  has 
been  known  in  the  literary  world  lor  niorv 
than  30  years,  under  the  name  which  he 
prefixed  to  some  of  the  seyerest  satirical 
poetry'  that  thei  English’  langu.sgc  ha.s 
produced,  of  .Axthosv  P.isnuix.  Mr. 
Williams  was  a man  of  excellent  educa- 
tion, and  his  genius  and  taste  car!v  in 
life  introduced  him  to  society,  whidi, 
however  envied,  and  however  sought,  is 
the  least  likely  to  promote  happiness  or 
to  endure,  while  its  example  and  its  fas- 
cination too  ireguentiy  contaminate 
what  might  be  otherwise  good  and  great. 
Among  his  associations  were  a once  cele- 
brated and  dissipated  Lord  Berrymore 
and  the  reigning  regent  of  England. — 
His  special  profession  was  that  of  lite- 
rature, for  which  he  relinquished  his 
carly'^dcsiinaiion  in  tlic  inns  of  c.omT ; 
and  his  intercourse  with  the  fashionable 
world  of  London  gave  him  opportunities, 
l)v  which  he  was  enabled  to  range  with 
an  unsparing  vehemence  and  wit  on  all 
subjects  which  excited  his  dislike  or  Ids 
indignation. — His  poem,  called  “ The 
Children  of  Thespis,”  suspended  for  a 
time  the  conversation  and  interest  of 
readers,  and  talkers,  and  players  and 
critics,  on  every  otlier  subject ; and  his 
“ Pin  Basket  to  the  Children  of  Thes- 
pis,” equally  poetical  and  severe,  was 
considered  as  a poetical  tomahawk, wliich 
cut  down  every  thing  it  aimed  at. 

The  caprices  of  tl.osc  who,  by  arbi- 
trary rank,  were  Ids  superiors,  but  in 
intellect  Ilk  inferiors,  involved  him  in 
disputes,  where  he  discovered  too  late 
that  talents,  and  education,  and  salf  res- 
pect, could  not  secure  him,  unless  he  de- 
based himself  to  them.  He  levolted; 
and  was  involved  in  successive  difficul- 
ties for  more  than  twenty  years.  He  liad 
finally  fixed  upon  the  United  States  as 
Ids  ultimate  home  ; and  Ibnnd  a grave 
at  the  moment  when  he  was  about  plan- 
ning a retired  life  to  he  devoted  to  agri- 
culture as  a pursuit,  and  useful  litera- 
ture as  a recreation.  He  has  left  a wi- 
dow, but  no  children.

and  has  nine-tenths  of  the'  directors 
amongst  its  citizens — aud  is  about  to  have 
half  a iiiillion  of  dollars  expended  in  its 
jirccincts,  in  tiie  erection  of  a building 
for  the  purpose  of  adondog  its  streets 
This  is  a species  of  undue  influence,  o( 
wldch  the  Raliitnoreans  might  justly 
say— A»‘  If  tve  have  the  hofor,  you  have 
the  ruoriT.”

riic  undersigned  Committee,  appoint- 
ed at  a meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Cin- 
cinnati, convened  at  the  hotel,  on  Satur- 
day evening  Iasi,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
quiring into  the  causes,  which  led  to  the 
suspciis.on  of  specie  payments  hy  tltc 
State  Banks  at  this  place,  beg  leave  to 
report : 1 hat  they  liavc,  as  far  as  the 
time  given  them,  and  their  imperfect 
knowledge  of  that  part  of  political  eco- 
nomy referred  to  them,  would  permit, 
endeavored  to  investigate  the  subject,  and 
ascertain  whether  any  suificiont  reasons 
existed  for  the  late  measure  adopted  bv 
I’.ic  Banks. 

It  appears  to  your  Committoe,  from 
the  investigation  they  have  been  enabled 
to  make,  that  a variety  of  causes  have 
eoinbincd  to  produce  that  effect,  some 
of  which  they  will  enumerate. 

At  the  dose  of  the  late  war  witlt  Great 
Britain,  the  Banlcs  of  this  place  had  is- 
sued a large  amount  of  paper,  in  accom- 
modating the  citizens  of  this  town  and 
neighborhood,  and  in  advances  made  to 
government,  to  enable  them  to  carry  on 
the  war  in  this  (luartcr,  not  more,  how- 
ever, than,  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
banking  business,  they  would  have  been 
able  to  have  redeemed  in  specie,  with- 
out being  reduced  to  the  nccessi'y  of 
calling  in  their  debts  so  rapidly  as  to  oc- 
casion distress  to  their  debtors.  The 
Bank  paper  of  this  place,  at  the  time  al- 
luded to,  composed  all  the  circulating 
mcAiium  of  this  district  of  country. 

In  the  winter  of  1815-16,  Congress 
established  by  law,  a Bank  of  the  United 
States,  with  power  to  erect  branches  in 
the  dilTercnt  states  ; and  in  the  spring  of 
1817,  a branch  commenced  business  in 
this  place.  The  effect  produced  by  this 
event  has  been  altogether  different  fi  om 
what  was  anticipated  by  the  most  intelli- 
gent among  us;  instead  of  bcnefiiing  the 
community,  atid  relieving  them  from  the 
embarrassments  under  which  they  then 
I '.horcd,  by  adding  to  the  circulating  uie- 
ilium  ol  the  country  ,it  has  had  a tenden- 
cy to  increase  those  cmb.vrrassnienfe,  by 
withdrawing  it  from  circulation.  The  bal- 
ance of  trade  has  at  all  limes  been  against 
the  western  country,  ourimpons  Ivvays 
fur  exceeding  our  exparts  ; this,  howev- 
er, in  the  formcv  state  of  things,  was  no; 
very  sensibly  felt  by  the  Banks,  thrirtuvn 
paper  being  carried  to  ll.c  eastward,  and 
only  returned  to  them  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business.  Upon  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Branch  Bank,  an  almost  t/i- 
tal  change,  in  this  respect,  took  place. 
By  an  order  of  the  Mother  Hank,  tlie 
Branch  was  restricted  in  its  receipts,  to 
the  paper  of  yhc  Banks  of  tliis  ))!ace,two 
or  three  other  State  Banks,  its  own  pa- 
per, and  specie. 

in  this  state  of  things,  the  State  Bank 
paper  being  below  par  at  the  eastward  in 
consequence  of  the  balance  of  trade  be- 
ing against  us,  the  paper  of  the  Branch 
was  diligently  sought  for,  by  all  those 
who  were  either  indebted,  or  wished  to 
make  purchases  over  the  mountains,  and 
the  Bank  paper  of  ihetown,  being  almost 
the  only  circulating  me.'lium, was  collect- 
ed and  exchanged  at  tlie  Branch  for  the 
United  States’  Bank  paper. — The  loans 
also,  made  from  tlie  Branch,  could  only 
be  paid  in  this  paper,  while- at  the  same 
time’,  the  receiver  of  public  monies  was 
restricted  in  bis  receipts,  to  tbe  money 
taken  by  the  Branch,  and  which  was  by 
him  immediately  transferred  to  it. 

The  Branch  paper,  issued  here,  was 
also  collected  by  the  merchants  and  car- 
ried to  the  eastward,  all  of  which  was  re- 
deemed by  the  Mother  Bank  ; .so  that 
our  institutions  had  no  other  means  of 
rcdecn.ing  their  paper  from  the  Branch, 
than  by  paying  them  in  specie. 

In  consequence  also  of  the  State  Bank 
paper  betng  under  par  at  the  eastward, 
a number  of  individuals  have  been  con- 
stantly engaged,  for  tbe  sake  of  gain,  in 
purchasing  it  up,  returning  it  to  the 
Banks,  and  drawing  the  specie  from 
them,  wliich  they  have  carried  over  the 
mountains  and  sold  at  an  aalvance ; and  by 
thus  removing  the  specie  from  tlie  coun- 
try, rendered  it  more  difficult  for  the 
B.inkstoobtain  specie  to  redeem  their  pa- 
per with.  Another  source  of  tiie  speedy 
return  of  the  pa[)er  of  this  place,  has 
been  the  great  mirnbcr  of  new  hanks, 
that  have  been  establi.shcd  in  its  neigh- 
borhood during  the  past  year ; the  prin- 
cipal inrt  of  whose  specie  capital  has 
been,  directly  or  indirectly,  drawn  from 
this  place. — Trom  these  causes,  the  pa- 
per of  tlic  State  Banks  has  been  return- 
ed upon  them  with  a rapidity  unparal- 
leled in  the  liistory  of  banking  institu- 
tions, insonuicli,  that  in  the  space  of  less 
than  two  years,  they  have  actually  with- 
drawn from  circulation  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  amount  of  paper  issued  by  them — 
and  accumulated  a heavy  debt  against 
them  ul  the  United  States  Batik. 

These  causes,  liowtver,  woul.!  not 
alone,  in  tbe  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
be  sufficient  U>  justify  Uic  Ban'.rs  in  the 
mc.asurC3  they  bavo  adopted.  But  in 
addition  to  this,  the  United  Stales  Bank 
has  recently  required  tli«  Ban’Ks  to  p.ay 
up  the  whole  ameuLt  of  the  debt  due  by 
llicnt  to  the  Branch,  and  l-.ave  at  tbe  same 
time  restricted  the  Branch,  in  its  re- 
ceipts, to  United  States  paper,  and  spe- 
cie ; and  the  rceiiver  of  public  monies 
has  also  been  laid  under  tbe  samo  restric- 
tions. This  ordc.;-  of  the  United  Statee 


Bank  does  not  appear  to  your  Commit- 
tee to  have  been  predicated  upon  a ne- 
cessity for  supplying  the  Branch  with 
specie,  to  enable  it  to  redeem  Us  paper, 
in  this  place,  but  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing a fund,  by  which  to-nicctthe  increas- 
ed demand  for  specie  upon  the  United 
States  Bank  in  Philadelphia,  and  other 
eastern  cities. 

It  is  well  knowivthat  almost  the  whole 
of  the  specie  that  has  been  had  and  used 
in  Europe,  theUnitcfl  Slates,  and  West 
Indies,  has  been  supplied  from  the,  rfiines 
of. South  -America,  and  tlual  fur  more  than 
five  years  past,  the  provinces  of  Spain 
have  been  in  a slate  of  insurrection,  in 
consequence  of  which,  for  that  length  of 
time,  but  little  has  been  added  to  the  llien 
supply  of  sp,’.;'ie  circulating  medium, 
while  tlie  drain  of  this  article  from  Eu- 
rope and  the  United  States,  for  the  East 
India  trade,  has  been  as  considerable  as 
at  any  former  period.  'I'liis  trade  ran 
only  be  carried  on  in  specie,  as  no  arti- 
cles are  ever  transported  from  these 
countries  to  the  East  Imlief,  and  sold  for 
specie,  by  which  it  might  be  returned. 

The  constant  tendency,  therefore,  of 
this  trade  has  been  to  diminish,  and  that 
rapidly,  too,  the  quantity  of  specie  in 
these  countries. 

This  diminution  is  abundantly  evinced 
by  the  premium  oflered  for  specie,  both 
in  Europe  and  the  United  Slates;  spe- 
cie in  Europe  being  at  12  per  cent,  ad- 
vance, and  in  the  United  Slates  from  6 
to  9 per  cent. 

From  the  cursory  view  your  Commit- 
tee have  been  enabled  to  take  of  tlie  mat- 
ter siibmittcd  to  thorn,  they  are  led  to 
coii'.lude,  that  the  Banks  of  this  place 
.are  justified  by  the  pressure  of  circum- 
stances, in  SHsiieiiding  specie  paytnents ; 
because,  in  the  opinion  of  your  (Commit- 
tee, this  measure  of  thq  United  States 
Bank,  .aided  by  the  operation  of  brokers, 
would  have,  in  a short  time,  transferred 
to  the  eastern  cities  the  whole  of  tiie  spe- 
cie circulating  medium  of  the  v/estern 
country.  Your  Committee,  therefore, 
submit  the  foliowiog  resolution  : 

Resolved.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this 
meeting,  sufficient  cause  exists  for  the 
suspension  of  specie  paymtats  by  the 
State  Banks  of  this  places  and  that,  our 
confidence  in  their  solvency  being  still 
iinhnpaired,  we  will  continue  to  give  cur- 
rency U)  their  Notes.

Tli.at  the  pt  i- 
Ivats  Hank  of  John  H.  Piatt  tc  Co.  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  entitled  to 
the  support  of  the  public,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons : 

I St.  An  entire  confidence  in  the  ability 
of  Mr.  Piatt  to  redeem  liis  paper. 

2d.  The  undoubted  security  of  bis  pa- 
per, from  a very  large  and  productive 
real  estate. 

3(1.  The  public  spirit  of  Mr.  Piatt,  in 
appropriating  his  money  to  the  iinprovc- 
mciit  of  the  town  and  country,  and  the 
establishment  of  tiseful  manufactories, 
hasiMieii  such  as  evidently  to  entitle  him 
to  the  support  of  !in  iineliigcnt  people.

PUBLIC  .ixn  pjai'.ri'Ji.. 

The  electioneering  contest  being  now  o- 
ver,we  met  n to  devote  a little  more  of  our 
time  to  subjects  which  are  likely  to  at- 
tract much  of  the  public  interest.  The 
affairs  ol  South  Aineiica,  from  their  im- 
portance, will  claim  not  a little  of  our 
attention.  It  has  been  our  earnest  wisli 
jto  give  correct  information  on  this  liead; 
as  it  would  be  no  gratification  to  us  to 
|mislcad.  We  have  carneMly  espoused 
jthc  cauac  of  the  patriots;  but  ongenr- 
I ral  and  liberal  principles,  without  regard 
jto  private  i.ntercsts  or  feelings;  neither 
'of  which  can  have  t'le  sliglitost  influ- 
ence over  us.  Pursuing  this  course, 
we  lijivc  avoided,  as  far  as  it  was  prac- 
ticable, giving  opinions  on  the  subject 
of  tbe  local  difi'crences  existing  in  tlic 
republics  of  the  South,  from  a belief 
that  it  was  not  of  much  importance  to 
the  world,  who  were  immediate  agents 
'in  effecting  the  independence  of  those 
I countries,  provided,  the  causq  seemed  to 
I prosper.  Within  the  last  twelve  months, 
it  has  prospered  in  a most  signal  man- 
ner. Of  the  truth  of  this  asset  lion  there 
can  be  no  question. 

Some  editors,  however,  have  endeav- 
ored to  enlist  the  feelings  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  on  one  side  or 
other  of  the  fiarties  an  the  patriot  dis- 
tricts. At  this  distance  from  the  scene 
of  action,  we  would  ask,  is  it  possblc  for 
the  people  of  the  United  States  to  ad- 
just their  differences,  or  decide  between 
them  ? The  inevitable  consequence  of 
introducing  these  disputes,  is  to  disgust 
those  who  are  disposed  to  be  friendly  to 
the  patriots.  They  read  contradictory 
accounts  of  the  parties  in  those  coun- 
tries, and  arc  bewildered  by  the  confus- 
ed ideas  which  they  present.  What 
could  have  been  the  pruiions  of  our 


’ friends  abroad,  during  the  revolutionary 
war,  il  of  some  them  had  espoused  the 
cause  of  tlie  disaffected  in  dift'ercrit  parts 
of  the  Union — or  during  the  last  war, 
when  our  country  was  torn  up  by  politi- 
cal disputes  ? Tliere  is  no  doubt  that 
the  picture  of  cur  dissentlons  would 
have  discouraged  our  best  friends.— 
Where  was  the  necessity  of  decrying 
the  government  of  Buenos  Acres  ? Was 
it  for  the  purpose  of  producing  an  effect 
on  the  minds  of  the  people  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  iu  fiver  of  the  cause  of  South 
American  inde])en.lcnce  ? If  so,  the  au-' 
thors  were  much  mistaken;  for,  what 
has  been  the  consf-qnciice  ? The  ene- 
mies of  St.iiih  -Yinerican  independence 
have  seized  upon  this,  to  argue  that  the 
people  of  that  country  are  not  entitled  to 
our  sympathies.  So  strange  indeed  is 
this  coiiree,  that  it  is  impossible  to  di- 
vine liow  any  man  of  common  sense,  sin- 
cerelytUc  advocate  of  the  patriots,  should 
commit  such  a blunder.  A motive  for 
such  conduct  there  must  be,  at  the  bot- 
tom. Let  us  see  if  such  may  not  be 
found. 

How  long  is  it,  since  some  of  the  news- 
papers ot  this  country  enlisted  themselves 
under  the  banners  of  ftartieular  Jiarlies 
in  South  America,  instead  of  espousing 
the  cause  in  general?  It  is  not  more 
than  two  years  ; and  rvith  resfiect  to  Bu- 
enos .lyres,  since  its  dec/etration  oj  inde- 
pendence. AV'ere  there  none  of  these  lo- 
cal disputes  before  that  lime  ? AVe  heard 
but  little  of  them ; and  why  ? because, 
then,  nothing  interested  us  much,  e.r- 
cept  the  c.vuSF.  of  independence  itself; 
we  had  neither  sympathies  for  particu- 
lar men,  nor  prejudices  against  others. 
These  private,  local,  or  party  disputes, 
which  have  found  their  way  into  our 
newspapers,  and  have  so  much  bewilder- 
ed the  public  mind,  commented  with 
general  Carrera,  who  formed  partizans 
in  this  country.  It  is  natural  to  suppose, 
that^tliosc  who  advanced  him  money,  or 
Who* made  contracts  with  him,  should  be 
interested  in  his  fortunes.  Carrera  was 
disappointed  in  Ids  plans,  and,  of  course, 
those  also  who  were  engaged  in  them. 
His  statements,  and  those  of  his  friends, 
found  tiicir  way  into  the  public  prints  ; 
and  an  attempt  was  made  to  enlist  the 
.American  pulvilc  in  his  quarrels. . TJoet 
wished  to  shew,  that  the  cause  of  South 
America  was  the  cause  cf  Carreva  ; that 
unless  the  government  of  Chili  was  in 
his  hands,  there  were  no  hopes  of  suc- 
cess ! What  had  roe  to  do  with  this  ? If 
Carrera  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
government  of  Chili,  tliere  is  no  doubt 
hut  that  those  connected  tvith  him  in  this 
country,  would  be  benefited  ; but  if  an- 
other could  conduct  the  cause  of  inde- 
pendence as  well,  of  what  importance  was 
it  to  us,  that  he  should  be  set  aside  for 
Carrera?  Tliat  lucre  arc  persons  inter- 
ested in  money  matters  witli  Carrera; 
that  these  were  the  advocates  of  Carre- 
ra, and  have  been  engaged  in  decrying 
the  present  governmciils  of  Chili,  and 
Buenos  Ayres,  we  should  like  to  see  de- 
nied hy  tlie  editor  of  the  Baltimore  Pa- 
triot and  the  Censor.  Is  it,  then,  from 
such  interested  sources,  that  we  are  to 
expect  correct  information  with  respect 
to  leading  men  in  South  America  ? Can 
;\vc  place  reliance  on  the  statement  of 
persons  so  deeply  interested  as  General 
Carrera,  or  those  who  are  connected 
with  him  ! I/e  has  doubtless  found  per- 
sonal and  \iv.\h  friends  in  this  country  ; 
but  these  are  easily  distinguished  from 
those  V)ho  had  nothing  in  vierj  but  spe- 
CULAT  lo.x.  We  say  without  hesitatwn, 
that  we  ought  to  look  to  the  great 
c.vusK  of  South  America ; and  not  to  the 
fortunes  of  any  individual  embarked  in 
it.  Facts  have  proved,  that  that  cause 
h.as  prospered  more  without  Gen.  Carre- 
ra, than  will  him  ; of  what  importance 
is  it,  then,  that  he  should  be  at  the  head 
of  the  govcrnmCtit : Suppose  it  had  been 
agreed  between  liira  and  certain  specu- 
lators', that  in  case  his  ambition  should 
be  gratified  through  their  aid,  they  should 
be  permitted  to  introduce  goods  free  of 
duties  for  a certain  number  of  years  ? — 
Here  would  be  a very  rational  motive  in- 
deed ; and  they  mighj  be  excused  for  re- 
sorting to  every  means  to  effect  this  pur- 
pose. But,  of  what  consequence,  wc  a- 
gain  ask,  is  this  to  the  gre.at  cause  ol 
South  American  independence  ? AVc 
cannot  conceive  that  it  could  be  of  the 
least  importance.  We  have  no  objec- 
tion to  our  merchants  seehing  commer- 
cial advantages,  although  our  govern- 
ment has  declared  its  intentions  to  receive 
none  ; but  we  cannot  but  lliink  they  go 
too  far,  when  they  intermeddle  with  the 
internal  politics  of  the  patriot  govera- 
iiients,  and  endeavor  to  give  the  direc- 
tion of  them  to  such  men  as  may  best 
suit  their  purposes.  Such  a design  might, 
at  first  blush,  appear  e.x.trav.agaiit ; but 
what  is  there  too  extravagant  for  ava- 
rice to  attempt  ? Suppose  they  should 
succeed  in  convincing  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  that  those  in  power  in 
South  .America  at  present  arc  traitoi's, 
villains,  sold  to  the  British,  the  Span- 
iards, or  Bortuguese  ; or  any  thing  else 
that  may  tend  to  bring  them  into  entire 
discredit  in  this  country  ; that  without 
tlie  removal  of  those  obnoxious  men, 
there  is  no  hope  ; what  then  will  be  the 
consequence  ? Why,  the  governments 
of  South  America  will  not  be  acknow- 
ledged, and  the  people  of  the  South  A-l 


merican  republics  arc  to  be  told,  that 
unless  they  dismiss  those  msn,  and  re- 
ceive others  more  popular  in  the  Unit- 
ed States,  we  shall  take  no  step  in  their 
favor  ! W heiher  or  not  this  would  Iiave 
its  desired  cftect,  in  combination  with 
other  artifices  more  direct,  it  would  yqt 
be  sufficient  to  tempt  avaricious  men. 
We  may  be  told  that  pure  disinterested 
patriotism  is  the  motive.  We  liave  been 
struck  with  the  difference  between  the 
course  pursued,  b)‘ those  who  advocated 
the  French  revolution,  (until  its  excess- 
es became  so  revollitig  that  none  couid 
close  his  eyes  upon  them)  and  many  of 
those  wlio  now  profess  to  be  the  advo- 
cates of  South  American  independence. 
.All  must  adndt,  that  no  s.ich  scenes  of 
blood  have  taken  place  among  the  pa- 
triots ; that  their  internal  disputes  have 
been  marked  with  an  extraordinaiy  de- 
gree of  mildness  ; that  the  few  instanc- 
es of  oppression,  which  have  been  care- 
fully exhibited  to  our  view,  if  oppression 
at  ail,  are  exceptions  to  the  justice  and 
humanity  of  the  government  in  general. 

The  next  subject  which  was  taken  up 
hy  some  of  our  newspapers,  was  the 
case  of  the  persons  banished  from  Bue- 
nos Ayres.  These  persons  were  ban- 
ished from  that  place,  by  the  Supreme 
Director,  for  reasons  of  state,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  committee  of  Congress 
near  his  person  (the  congress  being  tiicn 
a thousand  miles  off,  4t  Tucuman)  and 
afterwards  sanctioned  by  the  Congress 
itself.  The  peace  and  safety  of  the 
state,  are  the  motives  alleged  by  the  Su- 
preme Director,  in  his  manifesto,  drawn 
forth  on  the  occasion  ; and  his  not  bring- 
ing them  to  trial,  and  exposing  them  to 
the  loss  of  life,  is  stated  by  him  to  have 
been  tiu-ough  moftves  of  humanity  to 
their  innocent  families.  We  do  not  mean 
to  enter  into  a discussion  of  the  question, 
whether  any  state  of  society,  or  any  cir- 
cumstances, could  justify  such  measures. 
Had  such  an  act  Seen  done  by  Ferdinand, 
or  any  absolute  monarch,  it  would  Iiave 
been  regarded  as  in  the  usual  course  cf 
despotism  ; perhaps  as  an  act  of  human- 
ity. In  a republic,  it  forms  an  excep- 
tion, if  unjust  and  arbitrary;  but  when 
the  constituted  authorities  declare  it  to 
be  otherwise,  whom  are  we  to  believe-L 
the  Sufferera,  or  the  government  of  their 
country  ? The  last  would  undoubtedlv 
be  entitled  to  the  most  attention,  should 
we  undertake  to  decide  at  all ; which  ws 
do  not  consider  necessary.  Let  the  un- 
fortunate men  be  received  and  protected, 
and  in  turn  let  them  remain  peaceable 
and  quiet.  We  would  even  go  further  ; 
let  them  openly  enlist  the  feelings  of  the 
people  of  this  country,  if  they  can  ; but 
let  this  be  in  their  own  names,  that  we 
may  be  able  to  judge  of  the  degree  of 
credibility  to  be  attacfied  to  what  they 
Slate;  not  by  anonymous  paragraphs, 
calculated  to  deceive  the  public  into  a 
belief  that  they  proceed  from  various 

sources,  and  from  unbiassed  persons 

The  fact  is,  that  the  greater  part  of  what 
has  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  on  tiie 
subject  of  South  American  affairs,  unfa- 
vorable to  the  existing  governments 
there,  is  well  known  to  have  proceeded 
from  Carrera,  and  the  exiles  from  Bue- 
nos .Ayres,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 
These  complaints  ought  perhaps  to  have 
been  reserved  for  their  own  country  ; all 
the  effect  produced  by  them  here,  has 
evidently  been  most  unfavorable  to  the 
patriot  cause.  They  have  furnished  pow- 
erful arguments  toils  enemies,  and  have 
damped  the  zeal  of  its  real  friends.  To 
have  given  currency  to  the  abuse  level- 
led at  the  constituted  authorities  of  their 
country,  was  not  the  mole  of  procuring 
for  it  aid  or  countenance  ; and  could  on- 
ly be  gratifying  to  the  most  sordid  of  hu- 
man feelings.  A man  of  noble  and  ele- 
vated mind  would,  under  such  circum- 
stances, forget  his  own  wrongs,  to  vindi- 
cate the  character  of  his  country ; for, 
by  natural  reasoning,  foreign  natio.as 
look  upon  the  government,  especially  jn 
republics,  as  the  people.  We  have  heard 
It  said,  by  a federal  gentleman  who  was 
in  England  during  the  late  war,  that  al- 
though he  could  join  the  most  violent 
in  the  abuse  of  Mr.  Madison,  while  ia 
this  country  ; yet,  some  how  or  other, 
he  could  not  bear  to  hear  his  name  dis- 
respectfully mentioned  while  abroad. — 
Suppose  they  should  succeed  in  bringing 
the  government  of  their  country  into  ut- 
ter disgrace ; what  disposition  should 
we  feel  towards  it  ? Would  the  matter 
be  mended  by  another  revolution  at  Bue- 
nos Ayres?  They  have  had  revolutions 
enough. 

Some  of  the  exiles  had  no  sooner  reach- 
ed this  country,  than  they  were  taken  by 
the  hand,  by  the  same  persons  who  had 
espoused  the  cause  of  Carrera.  They 
dubbed  their  stock  of  complaints  with 
those  of  the  general ; and  they  were  in 
a fair  way  of  exciting  universal  abhor- 
rence through  this  country,  towards  the 
principal  persons  at  present  entrusted 
with  the  management  of  affairs  in  Chili 
and  in  Buenos  Ayres.  The  exiles  stat- 
ed, that  a revolution  was  on  the  point  of 
breaking  out  in  Buenos  Ayres  ; that  if 
this  took  place,  the  enemies  of  Carrera 
would  ol  course  ge  down,  and  they  them- 
selves would  assume  the  reins  of  gov- 
ernment. Should  these  things  happen, 
great  advantages  would  ofcourssbe  held 
out  to  their  friends  in  the  United  States; 
not  to  the  people  of  the  United  State4; 


but  to  commrrcial  s/ieculators.  Papers 
were  written  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting 
the  feelings  of  our  countrymen  in  their 
favor;  inflammatory  writings  were  print- 
ed in  Baltimore,  and  circulated  in  Bue- 
nos Ayres,  for  the  purpose  of  rousing 
the  people  to  another  revolution  ; and 
three  of  the  exiles  were  actually  sent  to 
La  Plata  at  the  expense  of  individuals 
in  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose  of  hasten- 
ng  the  work.  It  may  be  said,  that  this 
vas  but  an  act  of  humanity,  of  disinter- 
ested kindness,  to  tliesc  unfortunate  men; 
>ut  every  one  is  at  liberty  to  dratuhia  oavn 
tiftrences  from  the  facts.  Two  of  the 

exiles,  Chiclana  and  Pag^la,  are  now  in 
Montevideo  with,  general  Carrera  and 
Larea,  living  under  the  protection  of  the 
Portuguese  ; a third,  Agrelo,  is  in  prison 
at  Buenos  Ayres.  The  circumstances 
under  which  he  came  there,  arc  w*ll 
known.  This  act  may  not  be  thought 
<»f  a nature  interfering  with  the  interior 
policy  and  concerns  of  a foreign  gov- 
ernment ; it  was  but  humane  to  send 
them  back  to  the  country,  from  which 
they  had  been  cruelly  expelled,  and 
where  they  had  hopes  of  getting  into 
power,  by  a revolution  ! It  is  a fact,  how- 
ever, that  the  same  North  Americans 
who  were  thus  undermining  the  authori- 
ty of  tiic  existing  governments  of  those 
countries,  were  engaged  in  writing  to 
Pueyrredon  and  San  Martin  the  most 
complimentary  letters,  expressing  their 
wishes  for  their  success,  and  offering 
their  services  ! This,  to  be  sure,  is  only 
a proof  of  great  impartiality.  Yet,  in 
both  these  matters,  there  may  be  a dif- 
erence  of  opinion. 

Another  subject,  closely  connected 
viith  the  former,  is  the  extravagant  eulo- 
gies on  the  chieftain  Artigas.  Is  it  pre 
tended  that  we  ought  to  acknowledge 
his  government  ? Surely  no  reasonable 
man  can  recommend  such  a measure. — 
But  as  he  is  preferred  by  certain  editors 
to  all  the  other  governments  of  South 
America,  that  of  Commodore  Aury  not 
excepted,  of  course  those  which  arc  less 
respectable  cannot  be  recognized  ; Bue- 
nos Ayres  and  Chiii  arc,  therefore,  not 
to  be  recognized  ! The  eulogists  of  Ar 
tigas  are  the  same  persons  who  eulogize 
Carrera  and  the  exiles  of  Buenos  Ayres; 
and  probably  for  the  same  reasons.  It  is 
the  god  Plutus,  under  the  disguise  of 
patriotism  ; money,  yxoney  is  what  they 
are  seeking  for.  The  trade  of  Spain  had 
almost  disappeared,  partly  on  account  of 
the  number  of  patriot  cruizers ; or  was 
transferred  to  English,  .American,  or  Por- 
tuguese bottoms  ; and  principally  on  ac- 
count of  the  state  of  her  colonies  ; there 
■was  no  longer  any  tiling  for  privateers 
and  privateer  owners  to  prey  upon. — 
What  was  to  be  done?  simply,  to  en- 
gage the  government  of  Buenos  Ayres  in 
a war  with  the  Portuguese,  contrary  to 
ifslplainest  policy,  for  the  mere  purpose 
of  gratifying  their  insatiate  avarice. — 
Why  was  such  a war  contrary  to  the  po 
licy  of  Buenos  Ayres  ? Because  it  has  as 
much  as  it  can  do,  to  combat  the  Span- 
iards in  the  provinces  of  Upper  Peru, 
the  scat  of  war  for  tbo  last  eight  years, 
and  to  repel  the  invasions  of  Chili.  A 
war  with  the  Portuguese  would  operate 
as  a most  seasonable  diversion  in  favor  of 
Spain.  Besides,  what  would  be  the  sit- 
uation of  Buenos  Ayres,  if  its  commerce 
was  cut  off  by  the  Portuguese,  whose  na- 
val superiority  enables  tliem  to  com- 
mand the  river  La  Plata.  Perhaps  the 
English  would  interfere  in  their  behalf ; 
this  would  be  their  only  hope. 

In  South  America  there  are  three  re- 
publics, upon  which  the  eyes  and  hopes 
of  free  America  arc  fixed  ; Venezuela, 
Buenos  Ayres  and  Chili.  The  two  for- 
mer are  situated,  one  on  the  north,  the 
other  on  the  south  side  of  Brazil ; and  it 
is  obviously  their  interest,  at  the  present 
moment  at  least,  to  maintain  a state  of 
neutrality  -with  that  power,  if  they  can. 
The  countries  under  the  government  of 
Buenos  Ayres  and  Chiii  are  of  vast  ex- 
tent and  importance ; and  contain  be- 
tween two  and  three  millions  of  souls. — 
W'hat  can  those  editors  mean  who  would 
wish  to  fix  our  attention  exclusively  cn 
Artigas,  who  is  at  the  head  of  a revolted 
portion  of  the  people  of  the  country,  not 
a twentieth  in  point  of  numbers,  and  con- 
tributing nothing  to  the  general  cause  ? 
This  is  surely  not  the  cause  of  South  A- 
merican  emancijfiation  that  these  men  are 
supporting.  Are  nineteen-twentieths  of 
the  country  to  yield  to  the  ambition  of 
one  man  ? What  if  some  leader  in  Ver- 
mont, during  our  revolutionary  war,  de- 
claring himself  the  true  patriot,  and  all 
the  rcst/(i/«f,  should  have  found  persons 
i'l  France,  to  say  that  all  the  other  states 
should  be  placed  under  the  direction  of 
the  chieftaiit  of  the  Green  Alountain 
Boys?  According  to  the  admission  of 
those  who  advocate  Artigas,  he  is  a man 
of  very  limited  capacity,  and  commands 
a kind  of  people  very  little  beyond  our 
Indians.  What  are  we  ultimately  to  ex- 
pect from  him  or  his  people  ? He  can 
never  be  called  to  preside  over  the  des- 
tinies of  the  United  Provinces  of  I.a 
Plata.  It  is  said  that  his  intentions  arc 
good  ; and  that  these  good  intentions  jus- 
tify the  arbitrary  and  uncontrouled  pow- 
er which  he  possesses ; and  which,  being 
submitted  to  by  his  people,  is  therefore 
lawful.  According  to  our  democratic 
notions,  arbitrary  /tauter,  under  no  cir- 
cumstances, deserves  approbation,  when 
it  constitutes  the  basis  of  government. 
Napoleon  e/eefed  emperor,  was  little  more 
lespectable  incur  estimation,  than  if  he 
had  been  born  emperor.  Admitting, 
however,  that  the  intentions  of  Art! gas 
ere  good,  in  revolting  from  the  govern- 
ment ofBuenos  Ayres;  which  is  the  more 
lational  and  just,  that  he  should  yield  to 
the  other  provinces,  or  that  they  should 
til  yield  to  Aii  wishes?  We  once  knew 
ajuryman  who  could  not  agree  with  his 
brethren,  and  declared  that  he  never 
knew  eleven  such  obstinate  men  in  his 
life  1 AV  iiht  could  have  been  the  conse- 
quence if  every  local  chieftain  in  thg  U- 


nited  Provinces,  had  set  himself  up  as 
the  standard  of  patriotism,  and  had  not 
only  withheld  Ins  aid  from  the  common 
cause,  but  had  stooil  in  open  arms  against 
his  countrymen.  How  would  this  have 
done  during  our  revolutionary  war  ? 
We  should  not  have  h.ad  a country  ; and 
it  is  principally  owing  to  such  conduct 
in  the  chieftains  of  South  America,  that 
theirisucccss  has  been  retarded. 

The  present  governments  of  Buenos 
Ayres  and  Chili  have  been  busily  traduc- 
ed in  this  country,  by  a league  compos- 
ed of  the  adherents  of  Carrera,  of  the  ex- 
iles, of  the  privateersmen,  and  of  the 
Spaniards.  The  former  actuated  by 
passion,  or  thirst  for  plunder  ; the  latter 
alarmed  by  the  success  of  those  govern- 
ments, and  by  the  dangcrof  their  acquir- 
ing a character  in  the  world  and  engag- 
ing the  sympathies  of  this  country.  C'an 
any  one  suppose  that  it  is  from  Artigas 
that  Spain  has  any  fear  of  the  safety  of 
her  American  possessions,  or  from  what 
may  grow  out  of  the  expedition  of  Aury, 
whose  first,  perhaps  only  object  is  plun- 
der ? Wc  liave  no  objections  to  their 
being  considered  as  auxiliaries  to  the 
great  cause ; but  wc  have  no  idea  of  see- 
ing the  governments  of  South  America 
cried  down,  merely  for  their  sakes. — 
Venezuela,  Buenos  Ayres  and  Chili,  are 
these  governments  ; and  wc  hope  to  sec 
them  subdue  their  enemies  the  Spaniards, 
or  the  Portuguese,  should  they  become 
openly  such  ; and  we  hope  the  Amcri 
can  public  will  not  bo  misled  by  men 
who  have  taken  pains  to  deceive,  for  the 
purpose  of  furthering  their  piiv.-ite 
views.  Wc  hope  that  the  next  session 
of  congress  will  tear  off  the  mask  of 
friendship  from  inlercsted  sjiecuiaiois.

“The  mctnornble  battle  of  May  po  may 
be  said  to  have  s:alcd  the  independence 
of  Chili.  The  expedition  under  Ossorio 
was  the  last  and  utmost  struggle  oi  the 
vice  royalty  of  Peru  to  regain  this  coun- 
try,and  is  said  to  have  cost  tlicmnot  less 
than  three  millions  of  dollars.  The 
prompt  manner  in  which  the  Chilians 
turned  out  on  this  alainning  occasion, 
when  their  infant  liberty  seemed  siis 
pended  on  the  fate  of  a day,  the  deci- 
sive issue  of  the  action,  which  ended  in 
the  complete  ovei throw  and  destruction 
of  the  Spanish  arms,  I conceive  to  be 
the  best  testimony  of  the  patriotic  leel- 
iiig  that  now  psrvadcs  every  classs  of 
people  in  this  state.  The  Ontario  car 
ried  the  news  of  this  battle  to  Limn, 
which  created  there  the  utmost  astonish 
m-nt  and  despair.  .-An  expedition  is  now 
fitting  out  against  Talruhana  and  Lima. 
It  is  believed  they  will  be  an  easy  con- 
quest to  the  Pat'.;iots,  as  they  arc  becom- 
ing greatly  distressed  for  bread,  which 
heretofore  has  been  supplied  from  Chili; 
and  the  patriot  privateers  cut  off  all  sup 
pli.  s from  the  E.  ladies. 

Mr.  Robinson,  who  came  in  the  Co- 
lumbus, is  consul  general  for  the  U.  Sj* 
for  Peru,  and  left  here  for  the  city  of  Li 
ma  on  the  I4th  June,  in  the  Ontario. 
Judge  Prevost  followed  him  two  days 
since  in  the  British  sloop  of  war  Blos- 
som. 

The  Ontatio  sailed  twice  from  here 
for  Col. inibia  river,  hut  returned  the  first 
time  for  the  purpose  oi  mediating  for 
an  exchange  of  prisoners  between  the 
Spaniards  and  Patriots.  Capuin  Biddle 
has  continued  to  make  hims'.df  exceed- 
ingly popular  with  the  Cliilians,  and  our 
distinguished  countrymen  who  areamong 
them,  are  looked  up  to  as  t.heir  mentors 
in  forming  th  --ir  new  goveriim‘'nt,  which 
as  yet  is  little  better  than  a military  one. 

The  British  E.  I.  Company’s  ship 
Windham,  arrived  here  at  a most  for- 
tunate crisis  for  the  owners  of  h r,  when 
the  fatc  of  the’couiitry  appeared  suspend- 
ed upon  the  issue  of  the  battle  of  Talca 
and  Maype,  and  an  enemy’s  squadron 
blockading  and  ready  to  enter  the  poit; 
she  was  immediately  sold  to  the  Patriots 
for  the  enormous  ;.uin  of  S I S0,000, which 
was  promptly  paid  by  the  inerchants. — 
She  was  ininiediatcly  fitlctl  out  as  a 
Chilian  Government  frigate.  .Shcisjiow 
fitti.Tg  for  the  exj  c lilion  against  Lima, 
and  is  commanded  by  .Mr.  John  Higgin- 
son,  of  Boston.  I'lic  Cumberland  is  al- 
so an  old  Indi.iman  in  the  form  of  a line 
of  battle  ship,  and  is  come  to  be  sold,  hut 
it  is  doubtful  whctlier  the  government 
will  purchase  her  at  any  rate.  The 
.'Ariel  is  a beautiful  brig  from  Baltimore, 
pierced  for  1 6 guns,  and  was  recently 
sold  to  a pi  ivaiecnng  company  for 
320,000,  after  a treaty  of  five  months. 

The  British  brig  Lancaster  Witch,  is 
also  fitted  out  as  a patriot  privateer,  and 
sailed  a few  days  since  on  a cruize. 

The  Patriot  squadron  in  the  Pacific, 
uiil  consist  of  the  frigate  Lautaro,  5,0 
guns  ; Coquimbo,  corvette  (formerly  the 
Avon  cf  Boston)  of  23  guns  ; brig  Ea- 
gle, of  14  guns;  another  beautiful  one  of 
18  guns;  besides  the  Horatio  and  Curi- 
aso,  expected  from  the  U.  S. — Captain 
Wooster  is  offered  an  important  com- 
mand ill  the  expedition.”

The  defect  is  partly  supplied  Iry  the  fol- 
lowing letter,  from  the  Ncw-Voik  Co- 
lumbian : 

E.vtract  of  a letter  to  the  editor  of  the  Colum- 
bian, dated  St.  Croix,  Ocl.  22. 

“This  morning  wc  had  an  arrival  f.  oni 
Ciirracoa,  in  ten  days;  1 liavc  convei-sed 
with  a passenger,  who  inforu's  that  he 
left  Laguira  only  a fortnight  s'ncc  ; they 
had,  previous  to  his  departuiv,  received 
tlie  information  of  tlic  pl.ainsofCalaboza 
being  again  in  pcssc.ssion  of  the  patriots ; 
and,  unless  Morillo  recidves  reinforce- 
ments to  a very  considerahic  extent,  he 
will  not  bs  able  to  hold  Caraccas.

“ A few  days  ago,  previous  to  quitli.ig 
St.  Thomas  for  this  place,  I had  the  sa- 
tisfaction to  see  a number  of  the  friends 
to  the  cause  embark  for  Margariu.a — 
amongst  whom  was  Col.  Marcan  Men- 
tilla,  a first  rate  officer.  Gen.  McGre- 
gor was  daily  expected  to  call  oft'  Port 
au  Prince,  at  which  place  he  will  find  a 
iiumbcr  of  friends  awaiting  him.  Cu- 
mana  is  expected  to  be  in  possession  of 
he  patriots  ere  this.

Luzuriga,  the  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  Cuyo,  one  of  the  UiiiU'd  Provinces  of 
La  Plata,  dated  at  Mtiuloza,  the  9th  .A- 
pril,  1818,  explaining  the  causes  which 
produced  the  trial  and  execution  of  these 
unhappy  young  gentlemen.  This  docu- 
ment completely  e.-tculpates  I’uerreydon 
rom  any  concern  or  share  in  their  exe- 
cution. It  states,  as  a fact  fully  ascer-' 
tained  and  proved,  that  t'uo  Carre-| 
ra’s  had  planned  a conspiracy,  the  ohjccij 
of  which  was  to  seize  on  the  governiiiciil! 
of  Cuyo,  and  to  put  to  death  the  goYci-j 
nor  and  several  oth.cr  persons  in  author-| 
ity.  Upon  these  charges  they  were; 
brought  to  trial,  and  convicted  on  thej 
7ih  of  April.  It  was  the  wish  of  the  go-j 
vtrnor  Luzuriaga  to  postnonc  their  fate, 
until  tlve  sentence  could  he  transmitted 
to  Buenos  Ayres,  for  the  purpose  cf  ob- 
taining the  determination  of  the  Su- 
preme Director,  Puerrydon: — But, such 
was  the  state  of  the  public  mind  at  Cuyo 
just  before  the  victory  of  Maifm  was! 
known  there,  that  »hc  Judges,  hrfore 
whom  the  trial  look  |)lace,  pressed  their 
immediate  execution  as  a measure  of 
precaution  ami  necessity.  They  were 
accordingly  executed  on  the  8th,  the  day 
after  their  trial — a fact  which  of  itself  is 
sufficient  to  acquit  M.  Puerreydon  of  any  i 
odium  which  may  he  attached  to  the. 
transaction;  inasmuch  as,  from  the  great 
distance  of  Mendoza  (1000  or  1200 
miles)  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  kno'.vj 
of  those  proceedings,  or  to  have  made 
any  interference  in  behalf  of  the  persons; 
convicted.  AVe  know,  moreover,  from 
indU/iutable  authority,  that, although  the 
Director  could  not  interfere  with  the  lo- 
cal authorities  of  Mendoza,  so  as  to  jire- 
ve.Atthe  trial,  it  was  his  intemion,in  case 
of  their  conviction,  to  exercise  the  pow- 
er of  pardon  (with  which  he  is  vested) 
in  their  favor.  This  act  of  mercy  was, 
liovvever,  prevented  by  the  summary! 
proceedings  at  Alcndoza.  Luzuriaga  in 
his  address  to  his  fellow  citizens  p!e<l 
es  his  life  for  the  truth  ol  his  statemen 
and  professes  to  hold  himsBif  responci-i 
ble  to  them  for  tlie  justice  of  his  con-j 
duct.  Before  ’.ve  close  this  article,  it 
may  not  he  useless  to  remark,  that  the; 
practice  observable  in  the  goveniment; 
and  leading  characters  of  South  Amcri-| 
ca,  of  appealing  to  the  people  upon  aih 
gieat  public  occasions,  in  a rational  and' 
dispassionate  manner,  is  an  excellent, 
yniptom,  whicii  indicates  at  once  a re-i 
publican  spirit  in  the  ridel's,  and  an  in- 
creasing influence  on  the  part  of  the 
people.

‘■This  town  has  been  in  a sad  state  of 
confusion  to  day — In  the  forenoon,  i,u- 
mcrous  bodies  of  tlie  refcactoiy  oot'.oi; 
spinners,  according  to  their  daily  cus 
tom,  assembled  about  the  factory  of 
.Messrs.  Gray. k Co.  near  Ancoal’s  street, 
lor  the  jMirpose  of  preventing  any  one 
from  going  to  work  tlicre.  AVhiurpa- 
radiiig  round  the  factory  about  noon,  the 
spinners  assert  that  stones  were  tiirnvvn 
at  them  from  the  interior  of  the  mill, 
ifovv  far  this  assertion  is  true,  and  whe- 
ther it  he  not  a repoi't  made  by  the  spin- 
ners to  justify  tlicir  proceedings,  I can- 
not ascertain.  They,  however,  began  to 
demolish  the  windows  of  t'lc  faciory, 
broke  iiumkei's  of  them,  and  endeavored 
to  force  their  way  into  the  mill,  by  break- 
ing open  the  gates  and  Im.ver  windows. 
The  persons  in  the  insfdc,  who  were 
armed,  being  alarmed  for  their  own  safe- 
ly, as  their  lives  would  be  in  great  dan- 
ger if  the  assailants  succeeded  in  enter- 
ing tlie  mill,  fired  uiion  them  from  the 
windows.  Several  of  the  mob  wetc  se- 
verely wounded.  The  number  is  not 
kiiown,  but  it  is  generally  stated  as  be- 
ing about  six  or  seven.  Four  Iiave  been 
brought  to  tlie  Infirmary  dangerously 
wounded  : one  of  them  mortally  in  the 
groin  ; another,  report  says,  died  almost 
immediately. 

“ The  mob  was  repulsed  by  this  spi- 
rited conduct,  and  Messrs.  Gray  Se  Co. 
had  time  to  send  to  the  magistrates  for 
assistance,  who  speedily  arrived  with  a 
party  of  dragoons  and  infantry.  Tlie 
number  of  people  then  assembled  was  ve- 


‘‘  You  will  probably  shortly  sec  pub- 
lished in  the  American  papers,  “an  ex-1 
tract  of  a letter  from  Leghorn  to  some' 
person  in  Paris,”  which  has  appeared  ini 
a Paris  paper,  and  wliich  says,  that  the 
Aineiicaii  squadron  was  lying  iu  the 
Leghorn  roads ; that  the  officers  had 
plenty  of  money  and  spent  it  freely  ; that 
they  had  taken  country  seats  near  the  ci- 
ty, and  were  enjoying  themselves  very 
highly  ; that  they  bad  cciehrated  the  an- 
niversary of  independence  in  great  style 
— that  after  dinner  the  officers  all  got 
very  gay,  and  threw  overboard  all  their 
plate,  kc.

ry  great,  probably  aTaout  ten  or  twelv 
thousand  : some  have  estimated  them  at 
thirty  thousand.  The  riot  act  v‘’as  read 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  hour,  the 
military  suppressed  the  mob. — I have  no 
heard  of  any  being  hurt  by  the  sclJicri 
in  performing  this  duty. 

“ThC^aspect  of  afl’airs  in  this  town 
and  populous  neighborhood  daily  lie 
comes  more  gloomy.  The  principal 
part  of  the  spinners  remain  as  obstinate 
as  ever.  In  addition  to  the  spinners,  the 
weavers  have  now  “turned  out,”  and 
they  parade  the  streets  in  immense  bo 
dies  of  four  or  five  thousand  each.

immense  mischief  may  be  committed  by 
them 

“.Already  numbers  of  petty  shop  keep 
ers,  who  have  dealt  entirely  with  the 
working  classes,  arc  almost  ruined. — 
Landlords  can  get  no  rents,  and  dare  not 
distrain. 

“ Eight  o'clock,  P.  M. — I open  my 
letter  to  say,  that  Air.  Norris,  the  police 
magistrate,  accompanied  by  lAlr.  AVilh 
ington,  tlic  boroughreeve,  and  a number 
ofcavalry,  are  just  gone  at  a full  gallop 
to  Messrs.  Gray’s  lactory,  where  it  isle- 
1,  ported,  iminense  crowds  are  again  as- 
sembled, threatening  to  fire  the  mill.”

SUPPRESSION  OF  TtlE  FRENCH  SET- 
TLEMENT. 

A gentleman  immediately  from  Lou- 
isiana informs  us,  that  Gen.  Ripley  is 
concentrating  a respectable  force  at  Ba- 
ton Rouge,  to  ascend  Red  river,  and  he 
understood  thence  to  proceed  and  occu- 
py the  country  in  dispute  between  the  U. 
States  and  Spain,  lying  between  the  Sia- 
bine  and  Rio  del  Norte.  The  necessity 
for  this  movement,  at  this  time,  is  the  as- 
semblage of  a large  military  and  naval 
force  there,  which  is  said  to  be  piratical 
in  its  character.  It  is  rather,  however, 
strange,  that  the  U.  S.  should  bo  unwil- 
ling to  run  the  risk  of  embroiling  the  na- 
tion in  a war  by  retaining  Pcr.s.acola, 
Spain  having  taken  umbrage,  when  we 
should  suppose  there  would  be  much 
more  excitement  at  the  American  arms 
being  pushed  towards  the  mines  of  Mex- 
ico. However,  if  what  we  might  say, 
would  have  any  weight,  far  b6  it  from  us 
to  discourage  this  step — we  thii.k  the  ter- 
ritory lawfully  ours,  being  unquestiona- 
bly included  in  Louisiana,  and  know  ing 
it  to  be  of  an  immense  value,  -we  hope 
our  government  will  do  tl'.e  na.fon  jus- 
tice by  taking  it.  The  disliict  spoken 
of,  is  the  most  delightful,  for  the  lati- 
tude, that  the  sun  shines  on — the  soil  is 
immensely  rich,  the  climate  healthy,  and 
the  local  situation  of  it  on  the  gulf,  will 
ensure  a wealthy  and  respectable  popu- 
lation as  soon  as  orderisonce  established.

SPECIE  PAY.MENTfl— RESUMEn. 

On  Friday  last,  ofticial  information 
was  received  by  the  Lexington  Branch 
Bank  of  Kentucky,  that  the  inothei 
bank  had  suspended  the  payment  ofspe- 
cie  for  its  own  notes,  and  ordered  its 
branches  to  adopt  a similar  measure. — 
'Fhis  intelligence  astonished  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  branch  bank,  no  less 
than  it  did  the  community,  and  cast  a 
gloom  over  the  face  of  every  body. — 
Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  induce 
the  Bank  of  Kentucky  to  cliangc  its 
course,  and  to  resume  specie  payments. 
Alter  a negotiation  between  that  institu 
tioii  and  the  United  States  branch  bank 
here,  in  which  the  latter  displayed  the 
utmost  liberality,  and  the  former  consid- 
erable irresolution  and  indecision,  the 
Bank  of  Kentucky,  on  Tuesday,  deter- 
mined to  resume  the  paymci.t  ol'specie, 
and  things  accordingly  are  now  proceed- 
ing as  prior  to  the  suspension.  Paper  ol 
the  Kentucky  Bank  and  its  branches  is 
again  the  real  representative  of  specie  ; 
and  business  is  recovering  from  the 
shock,  which  the  unnecessary,  injudi- 
cious and  unlaw  ful  conduct  of  the  direc- 
tors of  that  bank  gave  »o  it. 

'Fhe  character  of  Kentucky  has  ex- 
ceedingly sufTcred  by  these  proceedings. 
Il  behoves  the  legislature,  now  about  to 
convene,  to  institute  an  immediate  in- 
quiry into  the  conduct  of  the  directors  of 
the  state  bank,  and  to  adopt  efficient 
measures,  not  only  to  prevent  any  iuture 
attempt  to  suspend  specie  payments, 
but  promptly  to  coerce  them  from 
every  bank  in  the  state,  which  may  at 
any  time  presume  to  refuse  iwying  gold 
or  silver  for  its  own  paper.  Sucli  mca- 
siirts  will  afford  the  only  remedy  for  the 
ainiosl  overwhelming  evils  which  have 
grown  out  of  an  excess  ol  banking  ; and 
they  arc  imperiously  demanded  by  the 
public  interest.

States  stands  charged  with  being  guilty 
of“thu  most  hi^h.  'tandeJ  o/ifiresoio  i ev- 
er attempted  in  a yree  counlry  How 
absurd  1 how  sablim'ely  ridiculous! 

After  ten  months’  notice— after  a for- 
mal, but  moderate  requisition,  made  3 
months  ago — after  an  acknowl-eclgcd  in- 
ability and  total  non-compliance  on  the 
part  of  the  banks,  is  it  not  truly  astonish- 
ing, that  sober  and  sensi'ole  men  should 
talk  of  “ high-haiuled  oppression, and  un- 
exjircted  demands  r” 

The  real  causes  of  our  monied  em- 
barrassments are  to  be  traced  to  a period 
and  circunistances  anterior  to  the  exist- 
ence of  the  bank  cf  the  United  Stales.
